~Mr. A. J. Pape, of Edinburgh, 
in a paper read before the Anth- 
ropological Section of the- British 
Association, asked the question : 
‘Is there.a new race type?” He

marks under eleven headings.

The eyes, he said, were specially 
luminous and intelligent looking, 
the: eyebraws .were rather pro- 
minent, the type of face some- 
what triangular but not sharp, 
and the general phyafology of the 
body. was harotonious. The psy- 
chology manifested itself in rapid 
response to sympathy, -pity in 
suffering, power to comprehend 
prirtciples easily, quick intuitions 
thoroughness, ‘and Bensitiveness, 
There ‘was a distaste for meat 
ahd Coatse foods, but not a ‘large 
appetite slong any- lines.
